RECIPES FOR A DAY. 
Very Good Cookies—Take one 
cup white sugar, one cup brown 
sugar, mix well with one cup but­ 
ter, add two well beaten eggs, one 
cup sour milk, two teaspoons soda 
(level spoons, not heaping), flour 
to stiffen; flavor to suit. Roll out, 
bake in medium oven. 
Stuffed Apples-—Bake tart but­ 
tered apples until tender, but not 
broken. Scoop out centers and mix 
with new pickle relish and mayon­ 
naise. 
Chili and serve on lettuce 
leaves. 
Crown of Pork With Onions— 
Take pieces containing six 
ribs 
from each side rack of pork, hav­ 
ing two pieces same length/a n d 
height. 
Remove back bone 
and 
make an incision between the ribs, 
trim each rib above the eye as for 
French chops; turn the rib bones 
outside and the eyes of chops in­ 
side and sew the two pieces togeth­ 
er. Mix cup of sausage meat with 
cup of bread crumbs, add beaten 
egg and additional seasoning if 
needed. Put crown in roaster and 
sausage mixture hj open space in­ 
side the crown, cover the 
bones 
with buttered paper, dredge with 
flour, salt and pepper, and roast 
about two and 
one-half 
hours, 
more than one or one and a half 


Saute OO a delicate brown enough 
small onions to fill the crown, add 
stock and let cook until 
tender, 
glazing the onions with stock as it 
cooks away. 
Remove crown 
to 
serving dish, place onions in cen-* 
ter and serve.

ITALIAN DISHES. 
Macaroni and Spaghetti Paste— 
For every quarter pound of flour 
use one egg and two tablespoons of 
warm salted water. Take as much 
flour as needed, made a hole in the 
center and put in the water and 
eggs. Eeat them up with a spoon, 
mixing the flour in gradually, then 
knead well. 
Roll the paste into 
very thin sheets and place them on 
a clean cloth to dry for half an 
hour. This paste will not keep for 
days, and must always be put into 
boiling water or broth to cook. If 
soaked before cooking the flavor 
is spoiled. 
Macaroni a la Creme—Boil three­ 
quarters pound of fresh macaroni 
in plenty of salted water until ten­ 
der, with an onion stuck with two 
cloves and a tablespoon of butter. 
Drain it well (taking out the onion) 
and put it back in a saucepan with 
one-half cup butter, three ounces 
grated 
Swiss 
cheese 
and 
four 
ounces grated Parmesan cheese, a 
small pinch of nutmeg and a pinch 
of pepper. 
Add one-half pint of 
veal broth and four or five table­ 
spoons of cream. 
Cook for five 
minutes, stirring well and serve 
hot. 
About Blanching Macaroni and 
Spaghetti—Put an earthenware pot 
filled with water on the fire, add 
two tablespoons of salt and boil. 
Put in three-quarters 
pound 
of 
fresh macaroni, twisting it around 
care-'ully so as not to break it. Boil 
for seventeen minutes, then 
re­ 
move Yfbm the fire; drain and put 
it in cold water; drain again, and 
it is ready for use. 
Spaghetti is 
blanched the same war.
